Act, 1947 (XVIII of 1947), the Central Government hereby gives 
general permission to all persons to import into India from any 
country in the world except the Union of South Africa any goods of 
the description specified in the annexed Schedule: 

Provided that, — 

(i) in the case of goods of the description specified in the 

Schedule below such goods have not been produced or 
manufactured in the Union of South Africa; 

(ii) such goods are shipped on through consignment to India 

on or before the 30th September 1955 without any grace 
period whatsoeyer; and 

{iii) nothing in this licence shall affect the application to any 
goods of any prohibition or reflation affecting the 
import thereof in force at the time when such goods
